JAPAN. 
Our advices from the Japan Ports by the present mail are 
of no later date than those received by Pacific mail on the 6th 
inst., and published in our last issue. 


NAGASAKI. 
Our advices extend to the 16th May ; tho P. and O. mail from 


London March 20 arrived out on the 14th May. 


The Nagasaki Express of the 16th of May gives the following 
further particulars of the Japanese expedition to Formosa. The 
P. and O. steamer Delta, which arrived here from Shanghai on 
the 10th, has been sold during the week to the Japanese Govern- 
ment, and will be employed in the Formosa expedition. The 
price paid for her is one hundred thousand dollars, and she 
changed her flag on Tuesday last, on which occasion two guns 
were fired. The crew, which has been quartered in the building 
next door to the Sailors’ Club, left to day for Shanghai by the 
British steamer Lap Tek. The steamer Shaftesbury, which was 
sold last week for sixty thousand dollars, and also the Delta, are 
being laden with stores, &c., for the expedition, and will convey 
the remainder of the soldiers to their destination. The total 
number will be about two thousand soldiers and workmen. 
Saigo, chief in command, who proceeds with the troops, will 
leave to-morrow morning by the Delta, and the Shaftesbury left 
this afternoon, direct for Formosa, at which place, we learn, 
several of the vessels forming the expeditionary squadron have 
arrived. Okuma, Minister of Finance, left yesterday morning 
by the P.M. steamer Golden Age for Yokohama, and from thence 
he proceeds to Tokio. Negotiations for the purchase of the 
British steamer Lap Tek were also pending during the week, but 
these have been suspended. 

The Japanese iron-clad ram Azuma-kan, returned again to 
this port from Keeoans: She brought hither some five hundred 
more Satsuma soldiers who are to join the Formosa expedition ; 
she left this morning for Amoy. ‘The soldiers were landed at 
the Ohato, and were quartered in different of the town of 
Nagasaki, but they were re-embarked on the steamers 
Delta and Shaftesbury during the week. 

The steamer Argus left for the wreck of the Russian steamer 
Nicolai, which vessel it will be remembered ran upon a reef on 
the east side * Oki Island on the 6th October last. The endea- 
vours to save her were, in co! uence of her exposed position 
suspended until the change of the monsoon, and the epee has 
gone down to see whether any of the material of the wreck can 
be saved. 

Ex-Samurai Oba Kagetatau, of the Saga ken, has also been 
deprived of his rank, as he came to Nagasaki as a spy in the 
service of the rebels, Several Samurai of the Nagasaki ken, 
named Takama Taro, Watanabe Bunroand Fukahori Baigo, have 
been sentenced to the same degradation. The former as a rebel 
spy went to Fukahori to hasten the despatch of troops, and the 
two latter have been awarded their punishment for conniving at 
his action. Miyatomi Tetsuhe and Matsuzono Tadatsura, Samurai 
of the Nagasaki ken, have been deprived of their rank, they 
having been found guilty of sending communications to Saga, 
giving information of the events that happened at Nagasaki 
during the insurrection, and intending to join the rebels in the 
event of the latter attacking this place.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peruvian Minister and suite returned to Tientsin during 
the morning of the 30th April. On the following day Captam 
Garcia, accompanied by Mr. Secretary Elmore, called on the 
Governor-General. Two days later the latter, acoompanied by 
several subordinate officials, returned the call. Mr. Mayers, 
Chinese Secretary to Her Muajesty’s Legation at Peking, arrived 
here a few hours before the Peruvian Minister, and I have since 
learnt that he had been rendering considerable aid to the latter 
in the negotiation of a treaty ; and as numerous interchanges of 
visits are now occurring between Chinese officials and the Peru- 
vian Legation officers, we presume that the relations of the 
two Governments have been placed in such a position that 
nothing exists to | pebble the object of the Peruvian Minister 
being amicably and speedily concluded. 

The Tientsin Spring races come off on the 14th, 15th, and 16th 
May. Some of the sporting members of the Peking commu- 
nity have been here already some days, and as the entries have 
been numerous we look for much sport. The small river 
steamer Feiyuen will be prepared, on the three days of the races, 
to take the public to the course, situated some four miles below 
the British settlement,

vernment office. Obtaining successive recommendations, he ma- 
naged to rise through various minor titular grades to the rank of 
expectant Magistrate, but all in his old name of Chao Yung-chén. 
In 1871 he resigned his clerkship under the alias he bore, and 
in 1873 he gained his substantive advancement to the Magis- 
trate’s list. Having been detected in these subterfuges, he is not 
a man to be entrusted with a position of authority, and the 
Military Governor cone eene lays the matter before the 
Throne.—Rescript : Let Chao Yung-chén, alias Chao K’i-hung, 
hectares deprived of his rank.

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 24th 
May ; the French mail from London April 10 arrived out on 
the 22nd May. The Courier has the following :— 


Some interesting notes have been obligingly sent us about tea 
clippers shortly expected in Shanghai. Most of these come, as usual, 
via the Colonies. The Sir Lancelot, about which apprehensions 
were felt by some, because said to have left London for Shanghai 
on the 28th of December last, was loading at Sydney for Shanghai 
when the Cuéty Sark left. The Ascalon, a new clipper, belong- 
ing to George Thompson, Jun., and Co., and the Crested Wave 
were to leave shortly after the Sir Lancelot, so that all three 
must be close at hand, as well as as our old beauty the Thermo- 
pylae. The Lammermuir and Red Riding Hood were chartered 
tu load coal at Newcastle for Shanghai; while in Sydney were 
the Forward Ho, Norman Court, ad Kaisow, It was not known 
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whether the Titania would come to the North of China or not, 
Of the above the Lammermuir and T lae have arrived, 

We have been kindly supplied with the following items from 
Hankow :—The Tea Market opened on the 19th. The Settle. 
ments are small ; Russian houses the only buyers as yet, Through 
rate of freight asked for mail steamers, £6 10s. ; for other steam- 
ers, £5 10s.; no rate named for sailing vessels, The keenest 
discussion goes on as to the respective merits of the rival’ som. 
panies. The “Glen,” “Castle,” and “ Blue Funnel” lines are 
represented respectively by the Glendarroch, the Gordon 
and the Cawdor vastle and Agamemnon, The Hong Kong ia, of 
course, backed by our German friends. A sweepstakes of some 
$1,300 has been subscribed to for the winners of the race, t¢,, 
all steamers included.

10,000 for wi ening the streets. e purchase of 
Messrs. George Barnet and Co.’s property for Municipal offices 
for Tls. 40,000 was sanctioned. Phe whole business was con- 
cluded by noon, Mr. Carter withdrawing the resolutions of which 
he had given notice, and which would otherwise have occupied 
the afternoon. These were adverse to the admission of proxies 
for ratepayers present in Shanghai, and in favour of the amal- 

ation of the French Settlement, A ial meeting has, 
owever, been called for the 8th June, to consider these and 
other pending matters. 

The new Municipal Council have taken office ; Mr. Purdon 
was elected chairman, and Mr. Wood vice-chairman. The 
Council resolved itaelf into the following committees :—Finance, 
Lemarchand, Carmic’ Cowie ; orks, Purdon, Webb, 
Mackenzie ; Watch, Wood, Kidner, Heyden. 

The Chinese soldiers have been withdrawn for some da 
from the Ningpo Joss-house, and are now encamped outside 
south gate, not far from Overweg’s bungalow. 'y to 
be contemplating some stay there, as they are surrounding the 
camp with earthworks, ; . 

e hear that the French Consul-General has asked certain 
Consuls to prosecute individuals claiming their protection, for 
shooting Chinese during the night of the riot. We presume the 
reply will be that, if specific charges are brought against any one 
they will be investigated before the Courts in the usual form. 
It is well that the matter should be investigated ; for i 
some shots fired during the heat of the riot were no doubt 
justifiable, there seems equally little doubt that others were 
recklessly after danger was over, and were blamable. Of course 
Mr. Gordeaux will institute in his own Court similar proceed- 
ings in the case of his own nationals, to those which he has 
asked his colleagues to take. 

Judgment has been given in the case of the Assignee of the 
estate of L. H. Stoddard in Bankruptcy v. Olyphant and Com- 
pany—in favour of the plaintiff. 

The U.S.N. Company does not appear to have got to the 
end of its troubles yet, though the Intest is one that curiously 
enough arises out of a success. We understand that a suit 1s 
being instituted by the North-China Insurance Company for the 
recovery of the amount they had paid in respect of the i insurance 
effected on the Rona, in view of the U.S. N. eoey 
succeeded in their appeal against the decision of 
Hong Kong in the Ava-Rona collision case. : 

At H.B.M. Supreme Court, before Sir. E. Hornby, Chief 
Judge, Mr. Drummond applied, on behalf of the North-China 
Insurance Company (plaintiffs in the above suit), for an injund 
tion to restrain the di rsof the Union Steam Navigation 
Company from dealing with or distributing, before the deamon 
of that suit, any sum they may receive from the Messager 
Maritimes Company in pursuance of the judgment given in 
favour by the Privy Council, and of an enquiry as to theamoust 
of damage now proceeding at Hong Kong. After some argu 
ment, his lordship reserved decision. 

Our readers will not have forgotten the Yang-yeh-lew ca, 
which attracted so much interest a few months ago. The man 
was transmitted from hence to the Prefect of Soonkiong (the 
Shanghai Heien’s immediate superior), and there withdrew the 
inculpa confession he had been constrained to make under 
the frightful torture inflicted on him in Shanghai. A farther 
torture of 200 blows, however, persuaded him to go¥u« to his 
original statement, and he was passed on to the Provinéuil Judge 
at Soochow, where he again recanted. Chinese law is that, if 8 
culprit recants in a higher Court, he has to Ibe sent back to the 
lower one. The necessity of reference to Shanghai was obvia' 
by torture at Soonkiong. We do not learn whether the same 
process is being resorted to at Soochow, or whether Yang 
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be sent back to Sookiong ; but if he is, no doubt the same pro- 
cess will be repeated ; and it appears to be simply a question 
for him of admitting what he is desired to say, or being beaten 
to death. 

A proclamation from the Taoutai to the producers of Silk is as 
follows :—On the 20th, 3rd Moon, I received a letter from Mr. Se- 
werd, U.S. Consul-General, on behalf of the whole number of Con- 
als, stating that the Chamber of Commerce had received letters 
from Europe and America, complaining that the silk of last season 
was no improvement, but rather worse, than that of the previous 
few years, of which complaint has heretofore been made. He also 

. forwarded to me two copies of a notice prepared by the Chamber 
of Commerce for circulation among silk dealers. In Chinasilk isa 
very important article of commerce, and all those engaged in the 
Lk pelegon of and dealing in silk should be faithful and honest, 
and on no account allow the least counterfeit in its preparation. 
I have before issued proclamations in regard to this matter. 
Having received this letter from the senior Consul, I have 
written to the officials in the silk district, and now issue this 
proclamation with the notice of the Chamber of Commerce. Let 
all en d in the preparation of silk be careful to obey these 
instructions, and select the good from the bad, and constantly 

. study how to improve the quality of the silk until it is perfect, 

and on no account allow the least infraction on what is neces- 
age Os make it perfect.

HONG KONG. 

The inaugural address at; Concordia Hall, Canton, was delivered 
by Mr. Gideon Nye. In the course of his speech Mr. Nye 
made the following remarks :—“ The gentlemen of the committee 
of the Concordia Hall Association had assiduously, though 
quietly, pursued their duties for many months, until on the 8th 
ult. they simply issued cards with an intimation of dancing. 
There had been no imposin laying of a corner stone, no Masonic 
rite, nor any ceremony of Good Templars or Odd Fellows ; in 
short, none of the‘ pomp and circumstance’ of beginning, prose- 
cution or ending. ‘ 

“ This seems to me very much like ‘hiding of their light under 
a bushel ;’ and, desiring myself to do homage to the ability 
and taste evinced in the erection of this elegant and substancial 
edifice, I crave your sympathy, Ladies and Gentlemen, in this 
expression of it. Our hosts may say that the modesty I impute 
to them is in consonance with the simple and unambitious pur- 
sng of the Concordia Hall Association, and say so very truly. 

or, as I understand the purpose of its founders, it means 
sociability and friendly intercourse ; healthful recreation and 
mental renovation ; in one compound word it means the wtd- 
dulci—the source, at once, of modern culture and material pro- 
gress—-which constitute what I may call our muscular and 
i ee civilisation, as contrasted with the emasculated 
civilisation that we see around us. 

“This edifice itself, while it attests, in design and execution, 
the greater vitality and harmony of ideas of our Western civili- 
sation, marks algo an advance in the style of architecture here 
since the days of the old factories, whose facades alone were

I allude rather to the absence 
in it of the progressive elements which characterise our 
own; and I attribute that defect not to ‘the black-haired 
race’ as a people, but to the system of government in respect to 
education ; which, admirable as it is within its prescribed limits, 
is of a too circumscribed scope for the development of genius in 
individual character. To reluctant, conservative China we are 
fain to address the wondrously wise words of Shakespeare :— 
‘ What custom wills, in all things should we do it, 

The dust on antique time would lie unswept, 

And mountainous error be too highly heap’d 

For Truth to overpeer.’ 


But we see the dawn fof a better day for the ‘Sons of Han,’ | 


for, although political preferment still rests upon this old system, 
the Peking Government has authorised the establishment of the 
College there and the educational Missions to Foreign countries. 
Such are among the significant results of the establishment of 
the Legations at Peking for but a dozen years, so that if we 
consider the state of antecedent relations we may take heart for 
the fr*ure.”

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 8th June 
The following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The changes in the Courts, which took effect on the Ist inst. 
have, we understand, been materially delayed through the 
absence of the Chief Justice, who will now have his hands full 
of business. to get the new arrangements in working order. 
Meantime, the public are inconvenienced by the unsettled condi- 
tion of affairs, and one does not know where to go, or who to 
apply to, in order to get processes issued and served. We trust 
the new Court buildings will be hastened to completion with all 

ssible speed, in order that our legal tribunals may be held with 

ming dignity. 

We have before us a pamphlet issued here by Mr. J. W. 
Floury,—formerly a light-keeper at the Horsburgh and Raffles 

ight-houses,—containing monthly tables of the tides at those 
points of observation throughout the year, with explanations on 
the set of the tides during the N.E. and 8.W. monsoons. The 
title-page informs us that the book is printed under the authority 
of the Colonial Secretary, and the preface states that the tables 
have been examined by the Master Attendant, Naval surveying 
officers, and commanders of the French and English mail 
steamers, whose favourable opinion should be sufficient guarantee 
of the correctness of the a Some palpable errors in ortho- 
graphy appear in the explanatory remarks, but as the author's 
meaning nevertheless seems sufficiently clear, doubtless the book 
will be found very useful to shipmasters navigating the Straits. 

The British steamer Jecca, Capt. Laws, from Batavia 31st 
May, has arrived. She reports having spoken, off Lucipara Is- 
land. the British barque Crest of the Wave, from London, Danish 
barque Thor, and Dutch barque Jacoba Helena, all bound to 
Singapore. 

On the subject of fires the Straits Times has the following :— 
The other morning we had an opportunity of seeing, aw grand 
soleil, the manner in which fire-engines in Singapore are trans- 
ported from place to place. One of them had been pulled out 
of the central police station, and was being drarged about in 
the region of old Singapore: The pace the engine and 
its team, composed of a small army o ons superintended 
by some European police, was proceeding at was a fair 
average pace for such a cumbrous contrivance, and was a little 
faster than that of a decorous funeral. We made enquiries as 
to the destination of the engine, fearing that a fire had broken 
out somewhere. At least, thought we, the engine is being taken 
out to give itt pullers and haulers an opportunity of exercising 
themselves and their charge. But no; they were not on busi- 
ness of so much importance. A Chinaman who had only 
recently arrived in Singapore on his way to or from China had 
taken up his abode with a compatriot in old Singapore, where 
he appears to have become a trifle deranged. He locked himself 
in an upstairs room, and refused to be reasoned with, fed, or 
comforted. The window of his room looked out intoa yard, 
and was in a line with a well about ten feet distant 
from the wall of the house. The well was some thirty feet deep, 
and the window was ten feet above the ground level. The a 
lord becoming importunate, the tenant became alarmed, and 
taking a flying leap through his window, fell into the well, and 
reached the bottom sound and scatheless, without even a scratch 
on his person. Some compatriots came, and trying to persuade 
him to come out, offered to find means to extricate him, but he 
sternly refused assistance. Accordingly the police fire-engine 
was sent for to pump the water out of the well. This service it 
performed, the police were able to descend into the well, and 
the man was with difficulty extricated; so that the fire- 
engine has not been altogether useless in its heretofore existence. 
It was on its errand of salvage when we saw it, and its pace 
was such aa we have described, quite as rapid as could be ex- 
pected, when its weight and the means at hand to draw it are 
taken into consideration, but not such as it should have been 
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under the circumstances. We maintain that when the rescue of 
life from danger, or the salvage of property from the devasta- 
tivn of fire, are at stake, some less cumbrous system of transport 
for the engine should be adopted. Horses ought to be kept 
always at hand for the draft to the engines to places where they 
may be required. What with the carelessness of Malays, and 
the indifference of Chinese, in the matter of fire, they may be 
required at any spot at any moment. “ Ever ready and ever 
effective” should be their motto. The matter of a complete 
arterial system of water supply throughout the town will no 
doubt form a matter for the prompt consideration of the munici- 
pality ere long. 





PENANG. 

We extract the following paragraphs from the Penang Gazette 
of the 30th May :-— 

It becomes our painful duty to have to record the death of the 
late Mr. Forbes Scott Brown, M. L. C., on Thursday night. We 
have only time to remark here that his loss is an irreparable one. 
Penang at the present moment has literally to mourn for the loss 
of her social as well as her political head. All the merchants’ 
offices in Beach-street were closed yesterday, and the Consulate 
flags, as well as those on board the different ships in the harbour, 
were hoisted half-mast high out of respect to the memory of the 
deceased gentleman. The funeral, which took piece last evening 
was attended by an immense concourse of all classes of the com- 
munity. 

On othe 28th the Dutch steamer Semiroe arrived here from 
Dellie, and the Dutch steamers Holland, Ariadne, and Ardjoeno 
from Atchin anchored in this harbour. The /olland proceeds 
to Batavia, and the other three steamers are taking in cattle and 
provisions for Atchin. The war party at Atchin still sustain 
the struggle, notwithstanding the repeated defeats they en- 
counter. 

The inhabitants of Perlak (a state near Edie) have assumed a 
hostile attitude towards Edie, but measures have been taken by 
the naval commander on the East Coast to resist any attacks 
from that quarter. The latest accounts report all quiet at Edie, 
and the probability of a garrison of Dutch troops being quar- 
tered at the chief place. The blockade of Tamiang (south east 
coast) has been raised, that State having hoisted the Dutch flag. 

His Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke arrived in s.s. Pluto, 
accompanied by Major McNair, Dr. Little, and Mr. Braddell. 
At half-past eleven in the forenoon the vessel steamed in and 
anchored in the harbour, and after a delay of about an hour the 
whole party came ashore. A guard of honour from Her Majesty’s 
10th Regiment was stationed at the jetty, and a salute from Fort 
Cornwallis announced the landing. A large number of the in- 
habitants, including Europeans, Mahomedan and Chinese, were 
congregated to do honour to the occasion of his Excellency’s first 
official visit to this Settlement ; all the ships in the harbour were 
dressed up with fi On Monday, at noon, a levee was held at 
Suffolk House, which was largely attended by the different 
classes of the community. Lady Clarke held a reception at the 
same time and place. 

His Honour the Chief Justice has closed the Criminal Ses- 
sions ; the prisoners in the riot cases were all found guilty, two 
of them were sentenced to eighteen, and the others to nine 
months’ nigorecs imprisonment each. The Civil Sittings com- 
menced on Wednesday last. 








Connnercial Report, 
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IMPORTS. 

Yoxouaka.—But little improvement had taken place in the state of 
the market. A moderate business had been done in 16 to 24 Yarn, at 
easier rates for the common qualities ; other counts having been almost 
entirely neglected. In Grey Shirtings there had been very little doing, 
although at the close some inquiry was shown for 9 lbs., 45 in. goods. 
A fair business had been done in Turkey Reds, and the better qualities 
of Plain Orleans, and Italian Cloths had been fairly saleable. The 
market for Metals was further depressed. 

Hroco-Osaka.—Another month of dulness and inactivity is recorded, 
though towards the close a better tone had become manifest.—Cottons, 
—Yarns : Deliveries had been next to nothing, and prices were nominal. 
Grey Shirtings had been moved off to a very moderate extent only. 
The demand for Turkey Red Cambrics continued at about former 
rates. For Victoria Lawns there had been a fair enquiry. Worateds 
and Woollens.—Black Orleans had commanded a fair sale ; prices were 
unchanged. Mousselines had met with good enquiry, and prices were 
firmer.—Nail Rods.—A further decline was noted. ; 

SHaNGHal.—The principal Plain Cotton staples had been in fairly 
continuous request throughout the week, Drills and Mexican T-Cloths 
being the favourites, The destination of most of the purchases was 
still rather doubtful. Tientsin excepted, the advices from the outports 
were against operating largely on this market, and even from the North 
there had been little better news. The late rains in Chihli had con- 
siderably quieted the apprehensions as to the safety of the growing 
crops, and to this circumstance the Shirting market was greatly in- 
debted for the business and slight improvement. In Woollens there 
had been rather more doing. 
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Manita.—The market for Plain Staples had exhibited a slightly 
better feeling, und dealers scemed more inclined to operate, but in 
most cases would not offer any advance upon previous quotations, 
There was no change to report upon uncoloured gouds, values of which 
remained unaltered.

Yoxonama.— The market had shown great activity, settlements 
from the 1]th May having rather exceeded 3,000 piculs. Arrivals had 
been heavy, and in consequence prices had suffered a decline, closing 
rates ranging from $45 to 65 per picul, for qualities classing from fine 
to choice. Export from lst June to date, 12,438,613, against 
11,756,272 lbs. in corresponding period last season. 

Hroco-Osaka.—The first arrivals of new leaf were offered about the 
7th May, and a few small lots were bought up at prices ranging from 
$51 to 53 for choice, but owing to heavy rains, and supplies in conse- 
quence coming forward very slowly, coupled with advices of hi 
opening rates at Yokohama, the market rapidly advanced, and at the 
close 357 to 62 was the range of prices. Settlements (to the 15th May, 
inclusive) of new leaf had been about 850 piculs, and of old leaf 750 
piculs. Shipments to other ports in Japan were 469 boxes for the 
month. There was scarcely any stock, as arrivals were eagerly taken at 
ruling rates, viz., choice $57 finest, $62. 

Hankow.- -Mesers. Evans, Pugh, and Co.'s Report says :—Our report 
for the season 1873-4 was issued on Jan. 23, since which date no busi- 
ness in Tea has been transacted at this port. The total export for 
that season was, according to Custom-house returns, 61,842,532 lba., 
against 60,993,577 lbs., in the season 1872-1873, and 62,322,446 lbs. 
in 1871-1872. Fifteen musters of the new crop, consisting of 8 chops 
from Chon-sow-ki, 2 from Pin-kong, 2 from Yong-low-tong, 2 from 
Ningchow, and 1 from Neb-ka-see, were put on the market yesterday. 
Before the day was over 2 chops of fine Chonsowkis were bought at 
about Tls. 37, being three taels higher than the opening rates last 
season for this class, We have not as yet seen enough of the crop to 
be able to express an opinion as to the quality of it, and would at pre- 
sent merely remark that we consider the Chonsowkis nice Teas, The 
steamers Agamemnon, Glenfalloch, Glenartney, Hong Kong, Cawdor 
Castle, and Gordon Castle are here waiting to load for London ; £5 10s. 
per ton of 40 feet is the rate of freight named for them. The sailing 
vessels Cutty Sark, Lammermuir, and Ada are expected to load for 
London. The steamer Russia is on the berth for Odessa, and the Tchi- 
hatchoff is also to load for the same port. 

SHanGcHal.—There had been nothing done, with the exception of th 
shipment of a small parcel of Green to London. News had arrivee 
from Hankow to the effect that the new eeason for Black Tea wad 
opened on the 19th May, by the purchase of a few parcels at exceed-s 
ingly high rates. There was great secrecy preserved so far as to what 
has actually been done, but it was clear that two chops of “ Chong- 
low-kai" had been bought to cost laid down 2s. 5d. per Ib., and a chop 
of “ Ping-kong” of fair quality to cost about 1s. 1ld. There were 
doubtless several uther settlements, but they were not at the moment 
accurately known. It was, however, evident that opening prices had 
been extreme. 

SILK. 


Yoxonama.—Natives were willing to make some small concessions, 

but buyers had been little disposed to operate at quotations, The 

, a3 before, offered little opportunity for selection. Some parcels 

of coarse silk had been returned to the country for native consumption. 

The silk-worms are reported as progressing well. Settlements 150 
bales, stock 800 bales.

The general characteristics of the Produce Markets have been 
a continuation of the previous inactivity and absence of specu- 
lative inquiry, and as supplies of most articles exceed even the 
increased consumption, the movements in prices have again been 
unfavourable to the importer—-the exceptions being few and not 
of first importance. mae 


During the past week there has been a fair business doing, consider: 
ing the time of year, dealers as a rule holding very light stocks, the 
60,000,000 Ibs. in stock on 30th ult. being distributed over a wide 
circle. Heavy supplies of Tayshan leaf have come to hand, which are 
selling at sestonahte prices, ranging from Is. 1d. to 1s, 6d.; this class 
of Tea.has been of great service as a substitute for country Congous, 
the stock of which is much reduced. At the public sales odds and 
ends of parcels of fine Teas have sold at low prices. The Glenartney, 
Agamemnon, and Glenfalloch are due the latter end of next wi 
The report of the Committee on the Adulteration Act has been printed, 
and, as regards Tea, is viewed as highly satisfactory, and will doubtless 
cause a favourable reaction ; in fact, several parcels of “clean” Caper 
have already changed hands, while the feeling is that a substantial ad- 
vance will take place in all good Green Tea. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—There has been little 
alteration in our Tea Market during the past week, the trade only ope- 
rating for their immedediate requirements. Further arrivals of new 
season’s Canton Congous have been difficult of sale, at slightly easier 
rates, For Scented Teas there is no demand, and lower prices muat be 
taken to effect sales. The deliveries for the week, as compare¢ with

Messrs. Percival and Co.'s Circular says :—The past month has been 
one of continued and unusual quietude, and although deliveries have 
been large, say close on 14,000,000 lbs., dealers (in consequence of the 
limited demand from the country) have simply bought sufficient to 
meet their insignificant requirements. The amount of business has 
therefore been small, beyond precedent, and confined chiefly to public 
sale, at which about 65,000 packages have been disposed of “ without 
reserve.”

The market continues steady, and a very fair daily business is doing 
in Chinas at unchanged rates; manufacturers seeming willing to buy 
at present quotations. Cantons are in little more demand, but there is 
no improvement in prices. Japan firm but quieter. Deliveries from 
1st inst. are satisfactory—say from the Ist to the 8th inst. : China, 
1,021 ; Canton, 236 ; Japan, 235; Bengal, 200. Total, 1,692 bales. 

Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Co.’s Circular, dated Lyons, July 4th, 
says :—For another week after our advices of the 6th June all reports 
concerning the Silk crop remained extremely favourable ; quotations 
of Cocoons to arrive fell again materially, and the depression of our 
market was becoming daily greater. Since a reaction has gradually 
taken place. On all markets of production arrivals of Cocoons proved 
far less important than expected ; reelers, unable to complete their in- 
tended supply, were compelled to pay everywhere a considerable 
advance. In France prices of Japanese rose from f.3.90/4.50 to 
£.4.50/5.25 ; Piedmont, f.3.60/4 to £.5.25/6; Lombardy, f.3.25/4 to 
£.3.70/4.50. This unexpected reduction in the estimates of the crop, 
and the enhanced cost of new Silk, induced manufacturers to make im- 
portant contracts to arrive, especially in classical French and Italian 
filatures. The activity became more general when complaints were 
heard about the inferior yield of Cocoons, and a rise of f.3 to £.6 from 
the lowest point, was established on all European Silks. Asiatic 
throwns, and raws more particularly, have led also to very important 
transactions, but arrivals had so much accumulated that, in spite of 
higher rates telegraphed from China, importers, showing themselves 
desirous to clear the rather important old stock, have only obtained so 
far an insignificant rise.

Titerature, 


From Triibner’s Monthly Record we learn that Mr. N. B. 
Dennys has in the press a handbook of the Canton Vernacular 
of the Chinese Language, which will be of great use for domes- 
tic and business pu . The lessons are printed in three 
columns. 1, the English text ; 2, the Chinese version in Chinese 
characters ; and 3, the pronunciation of the Chinese, phoneti- 
cally printed in Roman characters. 


The same periodical also gives a rather interesting “ account 
of the steps that have been taken in China, on the part of the 
representatives of Government, to make good the literary losses 
entailed through the ravages of the Taiping rebels.” The 
writer observes that “at more than half the great literary 
centres, formerly renowned for their printing establishments 
and their bibliopolic treasures, the most wanton destruction 
was perpetrated by the insurgents, into whose hands such cities 
as Loochow, Hangchow, Nanking, and Wuchang fell. With 
that laudable reverence for their own literature which shines as 
a redeeming feature amidst the corruption of Chinese officials, 
solicitude was very early displayed by the high provincial 
functionaries, among the cares of reorganising the local Govern- 
ments, for the restoration of supplies of the standard literature 
of the country. Kwan Wén, Govenint-Ganeral of Hupeh and 
Maram was the first to take action in this respect. An official 

.ting and publishing committee was established at the provin- 
cial capital, Wuchang-fu, under the title Tsung Wén Shu Aitih,.. . 
to which the task was committed of reproducing the classical or 
canonical works, the national histories, the treatises of the school- 
men and critics, whose writings have been stamped with Imperial 
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approbation, and alsosundry modern works of a miscellaneouschar- 
acter.” This establishment, we learn, “ occupies a spacious official 
building, in one part of which is the department where the works 
already printed are offered for sale. Outside the door is suspended 
a list of the works obtainable within, with the prices of each set 
forth according to the quality of paper upon which the purchaser 
may choose to have his impression. There are three grades of 
fineness in this respect. . . It appears that the whole of 
the canonical works and the recognised commentaries have been 
printed, together with about one-third of the dynastic histories, 
a great number of poetical collections and many works of a mis- 
calianeoas character. Amongst these may be mentioned one of 
the earliest productions of the committee, viz. an atlas of the 
Chinese Empire, in thirty thin volumes, drawn up under the 
patronage of the Governor-General, Kwan-Wen, and embodying . 
all the geographical details derivable from the Jesuit surveys of 
the last century in combination with the particulars yielded by 
purely native sources. Although arranged on a cumbrous plan, 
the sheets, several thousand in number, being devised in such a 
manner as to form one vast a if unbound and pasted together, 
but not running continuously through the work, this atlas is un- 
doubtedly far in advance of any previous native undertaking of 
thekind. . . . Asimilar enterprise, although ona smaller 
scale, has been instituted at Nanking, and the productions of these 
printing establishments are gradually finding their way all over 


the Empire.”

It is announced that the alterations and repairs to the Auda- 
cious, so as to fit her for a flag-ship on the China station, are to 
be completed by the 30th proximo. The alterations ordered 
were very extensive, as accommodation will have to be provided 
for a larger number of officers and men than has hitherto formed 
her crew, besides having to provide suitable quarters for the 
admiral in charge of the station and those attached to his staff. 


The Adventure, screw troopship, Capt. John D’Arcy, sailed 
from Portsmouth on the 5th inst., on a round of foreign troop 
service, the particulars of which were detailed in our issue of 
the 26th ult. 


In the annual report from the Trafalgar, training-ship, just published, 
an outbreak of measles is reported. It appeared first in the person of 
an officer (a Japanese), who was sent on shore to sick quarters at Port- 
and. The medical officer of the Shearwater, surveying vessel, reports 
a fatal case of meningitis. It was that of an officer, who, prior to 
joining the ship, had served five years in a gunboat in China. The re- 
port from the Royal Marine Artillery at Eastney mentions a somewhat 
remarkable case of the loss of an eye. The patient received the injury 
while shooting at wild fowls in China ; the gun he was using exploded, 
and a portion of the metal was blown across the left eye, carrying 
away the wall of the eyo and portions of the orbit and palpapre. 
After being under treatment for some time on board his ship, and once 
subsequently in hospital on that station, he was invalided, and sent 
home. Being ‘a man of good character, it was thought proper tv see 
if he could be made available for {any duty ; this, however, was found 
to be impossible. The parts around the original wound again inflamed, 
and the patient complained of constant pain near the orbit and across 
the frontal bone ; and as already several small portions of bone had 
been removed, it was not improbable that, more might have to come 
away. After keeping the patient under observation for some time he 
was brought forward for survey, and invalided from the service. The 
surgeon to the Royal Marines at Forton mentions a case of disease of 
the bones, resulting from an old compound fracture of both legs; the 
man had been invalided from China. A case of phthsis (in which the 
patient had been invalided from China), and a case of insanity (in- 
valided from the Midge, in China), are reported from the Marine 
Division at Plymouth. The case of a marine, invalided from China 
with more than thirteen years’ service, and a history of attacks extend- 
ing over four yeara, is mentioned in the cases of epilepsy in the Marine 
Division at Chatham ; and a case of orchitis, following an injury re- 
ceived on the China station two years before, and a case of varicocele 
(that of a man invalided from China for dysentery) appear in the same 
report. Four cases of dysentery are reported from Melville Hospital, 
Chatham. They were all from the China station—two from the Zebra, 
one from the Juno, and one ‘from the North German frigate Herth. 
One man returned to duty, one was invalided, and two died. 

Colonel G. F. 8. Call, half-pay, late 18th Foot, has been selected for the 
distinguished service pension, vacant by the appointment of Lieutenant- 
General Lord H. Percy to the colonelcy of the 89th Foot. Colonel 
Call served with the 18th Royal Irish throughout the first China expe- 
dition (medal), and was present at the first capture of Chusan, attack 
of the forts of the Bocca Tigris, storming of the heights and forts at 
Canton, and destruction of the forts and capture of Amoy ; and em- 
ployed on the staff in 1841-42 as sub-assistant commissary-general. He 
also served throughout the Burmese war of 1852-58, and in the Crimea 
from December, 1854, including the siege and fall of Sebastopol. 

The distinguished service pension lately vacated by Lieut.-General 
Haly, C.B., on his appointment to the colonelcy of the 106th Regiment, 
has been conferred on Brevet-Colonel J. W. Thomas, C.B., the 40th 
Brigade Depot. Colonel Thomas served with the 67th Regiment 
throughout the campaign of 1860 in North China, and was wounded 
while in command of a wing as part of the covering and storming 
party at the capture of the North Taku Fort (mentioned in despatches, 
C.B., medal with two clasps), He commanded the 67th Regiment at 








the second capture of Kading from the Taeping rebels in 1862.

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FLOGGING THE DEAD HORSES OF THE STRAITS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—It is to be regretted that Lord Stanley of Alderley should have 
made another onslaught on Sir Harry Ord and his administration of 
the Straits Settlements. He could not have expected any practical re- 
sult from the motion in the absence of any petition or formal com- 
plaint. Had the attack been made during the Ordian rule it might 
have been productive of much good, and might have spared the Straits 
some years of evil government, and it might have saved the public some 
considerable sums of money uselessly and therefore wickedly squandered. 
Now that Sir Harry Ord is almost forgotten, and therefore forgiven, it 
isa sad waste of time to rake up the scandals of the quasi -regal 
palace or the steamers and presents. The Straits people, having got 
rid of their nightmare, are endeavouring to improve the passing 
hour under a better and more enlightened administration. What care 
they now if, when money runs short to carry out his great projects, 

‘Sir Harry Ord threatened to interfere with the freedom of their 
ports? What is it to them now that he endeavoured to 
create sinecures or accumulate offices for the sole benefit of 
his protéjés? What if he were greedy of presents, regardless 
of the natural consequences to British prestige with the natives? 
He was defeated by the Colonial Office and the Straits Association on 
the two first points, and the fire at the Pantechnicon has avenged the 
latter. Sir Harry Ord is, in so far as the Straits are concerned, dead 
and buried, and has left the Government House at Singapore as a stu- 
pendous monument of his vanity and folly. It strikes us that Lord 
Stanley might employ his undoubted talents and valuable local know- 
ledge to more purpuse if he would devote them to the development of 
the more enlightened policy initiated by Sir Andrew Clarke, and as- 
sisted in the great and good work of opening up the Malay Peninsula 
to British influence and commerce. Sooner or later this must be done, 
and it were better if it were done with a good grace now, rather than 
have it forced upon us by uncontrollable circumstances. Here would 
be a large field for his lordship’s philanthropy to work in, with results 
more gratifying to his friends and to himself than can be obtained 
from flogging a dead horse.—Yours obediently, A

THE ADULTERATION OF FOOD.—REPORT OF THE COM- 
MITTEE. 

The report of the Select Committee of the House of Commons ap- 
pointed to inquire into the Adulteration of Food Act has been issued. 
With regard to the adulteration of Tea the Report runs as follows :— 
It appears that since the report of 1856 certain grossly-prepared tcas 
have been imported from China, some being largely mixed with ex- 
hausted leaves and terruginous sand, and others much too highly faced 
or coloured ; the ingredients used for colouring being chiefly Prussian- 
Ilue or indigo, powdered gypsum, and turmeric ; but the total amount 
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of such teas has been small, and is kept in check mainly by the low 


price of pure teas. The import of green teas has recently fallen con- 
siderably, in consequence, it is stated, of the operations of the Act 
Facing tea after the duty is paid was, prior to the Act of 1872, practised. 
to a small extent in this country ; but whether in China or at home, 
the evidence is conclusive that in colouring tea no deleterious matter is 
used to such an extent as to be absolutely injurious to health ; at 
the same time facing may be employed to conceal tea of a bad quality. 
Your Committee have reason to believe that very little adulteration of 
tea is practised in this country. They would further observe that des 
facing tea, or removing artificial colour, seems now much more comm6f, 
but this process does not appear to extract the ingredients which form 
the base of the colouring matter ; it simply removes the colour, leaving 
all the other materials on the tea. It is proved that the bright green 
teas of China are always faced, and that the natural green teas of Japan, 
India, &c., are frequently of a colour hardly distinguishable from some 
qualities of black tea. While condemning the practice of highly facing 
tea, your Committee cannot recommend that fairly faced green tea 
should be condemued as an adulterated article. Suggestions have been ~ 
made that a certain per-centage should be allowed for colouring matters 
and other impurities in tea. But your Committee consider that the 
limitation to a very small per-centage of foreign matter would exclude 
from tht country some wholesome low-priced teas, which are largely 
consumed by the poor,and if a less stringent limit were adopted, it 
might have the effect of increasing the amount of facing laid upon the 
better descriptions of green teas. It has been repeatedly suggested to 
your Committee that an examination of tea, for the purpose of detect- 
ing impurities, should be undertaken on landing by the Customs, 
and that all tea found to be seriously adulterated should not be 
admitted for home consumption. The Chairman of the Customs ad- 
mitted that such an inspection of tea in bond could be undertaken by 
the Custom-house officers, and that the great bulk of the tea would 
require but a brief examination by good practical officials, whilst 
suspected samples could be analysed at the laboratory at Somerset 
House. Your Committee recommend that this examination should be 
made, as they believe it would practically stop the sale in this country 
of tea adulterated abroad, and relieve the retail dealer from the hard- 
ship which now arises frem his being held answerable for certain 
manipulations of which he may be wholly ignorant. 





Tae Riot at SHaNGHAI.—A writer in The Times, referring to the riots 
at Shanghai, says :—The riot which your Shanghai Correspondent 
describes in The Times of the 7th of July occurred at Shanghai, at the 
old strangers’ burying-ground, surrounding the Ningpo-wei-Koong, 
better known to foreigners as “‘ the Ningpo Joss.” This large building, 
which stands in the centre of an immense cemetery , is situated in the 
south-western extremity of the French Concession, and close to the 
walls of the city of Shanghai. I remember it when it was a hospice, or 
place of refuge, supported by the Ningpo Guild, for distressed strangers 
—i.e, for Chinamen (mostly sailors) from Ningpo and other provinces 
—and the vast chambers, enclosed within the western quadrangular 
court, were piled to the roof with innumerable coffins, which were 
cleared out when the building was taken and used asa barrack by our 
troops in the war of 1860. I have heard, from a most reliable source, 
that the Japanese expedition to chastise certain aborigines of Formosa 
for plundering wrecked vessels has been countermanded, in consequence 
of the firm and decided attitude of the Chinese Government. Formosa 
is an integral portion of the Chinese Empire, and with the powerful 
forces at the disposal of the War Minister at Peking, it was 
reasonable to suppose that an invasion of Chinese territory would have 
been tolerated. 

THE SINGAPORE AND AusTRALIA Rovte.—A passenger on board the 
Flintshire sends an interesting letter to the Sydney Morning Herald, 
in which he gives an account of the voyage, and adds “No delicate 
stomached lotus eater bound to Camelot or nowhere but to float on 
for ever, could desire a more pleasant journey.” But while every 
allowance should be made both for the agents of the company and the 
Queénsland Government for deficiencies in arrangement when starting 
8 new line, there was one thing which struck all the passengers, and 
that was the apparent indifference or ignorance of Government officials. 

THE JAPANESE aT FormM0s8A.—The following telegram referring to the 
Japanese war against Formosa were received last night at the London 
office of the New York Herald :—“ Amoy, July 9. The Japanese opera- 
tions are virtually ended. Important conferences held at Formosa. 
China pays expenses of the expedition, and guarantees safety to foreign- 
ers. Japan will accept and retire.”

General of Chinese Customs, Mr. Hart, with the duty of appointing 
three young gentlemen for service in the Chinese Customs, has selected 
Messrs. Charles C. Clarke, of East Cambridge ; Hosea B. Morse, of Med- 
ford ; and William F. Spinney, of Salem ; all graduates of Harvard 
University of the class of 1874. 

Mr. C. R. HarrorpD, underwriter to the Thetis Marine Insurance 
Company, has resigned, and Mr. John D. Aspland, the secretary, is 
appointed interim underwriter.

The proverbial uncertainty of the law has just received another 
striking exemplification by the judgment of the Tribunal of Commerce 
having been reversed by the Ober-Gericht or Superior Court of this ¢<y 
under the following circumstances, It appears that in the year ‘iv 38 
Herr , a merchant at Tientsin, where he was also the Hamburg 
Consul, to the great surprise of his creditors, suspended payment, stating 
that if his offer of a composition were rejected he should declare him- 





| self insolvent. He offered them 40 per cent., proceeding, as he alleged, 
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out of the dowry of his wife, but it turned aut subsequently that. the 
money was not forthcoming, and a commission of ruptey was 
ordéred to be opened against him. But to the execution of this the unfore- 
seen difficulty occurred, that being himself the Consul there was no other 
official in the place to work the bankruptcy in the name of the Hamburg 
authorities, there being at that time no consular convention in exist- 
ence between Hamburg and China to allow another Hamburg citizen 
to proceed should the Consul be incapacited. According to the Ham- 
burg Bankruptcy Law it is provided that in such a case the peraon 
authorised to conduct the affair is the nearest Hamburg Consul. This 
was Mr. Consul Heinssen, of Shanghai, who wound up the concern, 
the creditors receiving a dividend of fifteen per cent., the wife having 
withdrawn the amount of her dowry and bas gear it in the hands of 
a relation of her husband in this city. This having come to the know- 
ledge of one of the creditors—Herr W. E. Webendorff, of Krimitschau, 
in Saxony—he instituted proceedings against him before the Tribunal 
of Commerce, claiming payment of 20,000 thalers which the late 
Consul at Tientsin still owed him. The defendant pleaded that the 
bankruptcy had been wound up in the usual and legal manner, that the 
plaintiff had received his 15 per cent. dividend out of the estate, as the 
other creditors had done, and that he had, therefore, no further claim 
to make. The Commercial Tribunal took the same view of the case, 
decreed the plaintiff nonsuited, condemned him in the costa, and or- 
dered the money, which had been placed under sequestration, to be 
returned to the defendant. In the reasons they give for their decision 
they state that the bankruptcy case was conducted in a perfectly legal 
manner ; that from the moment the Consul was declared bankrupt he 
lost his official appointment and social status as Hamburg Consul at 
Tientsin, or at all events his functions as such were suspended till the 
termination of the proceedings against him, and were by law performed 
by the nearest Consular officer ; and that the documents go to show 
that Herr Heinssen did his duty in the most impartial and satisfactory 
manner. 

On appeal being made to the Ober-Gericht, that tribunal took a very 
different view of the case, and have just delivered judgment, quashing 
the decision of the inferior Court, and deciding the case in favour of 
the appellant, In the reasons they assign for this divergence of opinion 
they maintain that the appellate’s objections to the ptcy pro- 
ceedings are not valid, because the case was conducted in an irregular 

manner. In the first place, there was no appointment of a Massen- 
Gericht, or court of adjudication, as required by the Hamburg laws; 
secondly, there was no proof that the bankrupt had taken the manifes- 
tation oath; thirdly, that the estate had not been administered by 
impartial persons, as no assignees were appointed ; and lastly, it was 
not to be found in the papers and official documents produced whether 
the wife of the bankrupt had made out a clear case of her legal right 
to claim her dowry. The appellant has therefore guined his cause, 
and he is to receive his 20,000 thalers, the appellate having, moreover, 
to pay the costs. ; 

In the semi-official Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung is @ communica- 
tion from Peking, stating that Lu-tien-yu, the murderer of Herr 
D. W. Brinckmann, has been executed at Fu-shan, near Chefoo, and 
his accomplices, Sung-hung-te and Wang-urh, are transported to a penal 
station on the frontiers, -The search for You-yan-hui, the instigator 
of the murder, had as yet not been attended with success, but 
was being prosecuted with energy by the Chinese authorities, whose 
conduct in the whole affair is described as worthy of praise, especially 
in supporting the endeavours of Messrs, Crasemann, Hagen, and Vasmer, 
merchants of Chefoo, who, in the absence of the German Vice-Consul, 
are empowered to act as his substitute. 

Dr. Erwin Stammann, a native of this city, who till the end of last 

ear was German Consul at Helsingfors, in Finland—and has since 
hes promoted to be Chargé d’Affaires accredited with the United 
Republics of Venesuela, where he now is—has received from the Czar 
of Russia the Order of St. Stanislaus of the Second Class, surmounted 
by the Imperial Crown, as a special distinction, in recognition of his 
conduct while Consul in Finland. Dr. Stammann, who for some time 
was charged also with the Consular representation of Belgium, and did 
service in settling some difficulties with regard to the Borga and 
rvo Railway, has been also recently appointed by the King of the 
Belgians to be Officer or Knight Commander of the Order of Leopold. 

By a letter of the 22nd May from Saigon we learn that the official 

Oourier de Saigon of that date contains a decree of the Governor 

ing that in future all steamers entering the porte of Cochin China 
will be liable to pay tonnage dues every time they arrive. Formerly 
these dues were levied every four months, and more recently every two 
months.

The last-named is, and not without reason, 
accused of extreme prolixity, whilst the Lords, who constitute the bul- 
wark of the Throne, ral to constitute themselves an office for the 
registration of Bills. Within a few hours some twenty Bills were voted 
unanimously. The last of these Bills asked « credit for the East India 
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service, and upon this a warm debate took place, which was concluded 
by a vote which is applauded by the Conservatives and deeply regretted 
by the Liberals. You will remember that the Minister of the Colonial 
Department some time ago laid several documents regarding the Atchin 
war before the members. The Second Chamber discussed them in 
Committee, and the opinion prevailed that the Lords would do the 
game. The Senate had nearly finished its task when some of the 
Ministerial members endeavoured to provoke a debate, or at least to 
obtain a vote of confidence. Having this in view the following clause 
was inserted in the section report : “ In two sections several members 
were of opinion that, now that the Minister of the Colonial Depart- 
ment has tendered his resignation, it is the duty of the House to give 
their opinion upon the documents rding the Atchin war. These 
members thank the Minister for having furnished these documents, 
and, without entering into further particulars, they, having examined 
them, are convinced that the war with Atchin was just and obli- 
gatory, and that the promptitude with which all the measures were 
taken deserves to be applauded.” In the Second Chamber no one had 
dared to make such a proposal, which, of course, would most certainly 
have been rejected, because opinion is still divided as to whether the 
war was a necessity or no. Mr. Hartsen, a pur sang Conservative, did 
not agree with this proposal, and he at once endeavoured to neutralise it 
by another motion, viz., that “The First Chamber being of opinion 
that in the present political situation it is not in the interest of the 
country to say what the members think about the Atchin documents, 
they thank the Minister of the Colonial Department and pass to the order 
of the day.” Mr. Duymaer van Twist, a Liberal, backed the motion, and 
this ought to be a warning sign. But most unhappily Mr. Pincoffs, 
who is more Ministerial than the Minister, piensa 4 that he had ob- 
tained what he wished to obtain, because the report, in which the 
favourable opinion was stated, was a printed official document. This 
was still more imprudent. Several members now rose and protested, 
because they did not wish that their silence should be regarded as 
an approbation. At this juncture the Minister took part in the debate. 
He said it is most probably the last time that I shall speak from this 

lace, and I must say that I do not share the opinion either of Mr. 
Hacieen or Mr. Twist. Do the existing political circumstances prevent 
the House from giving an opinion upon the question if the declaration 
of war with the Sultan of Atchin was just? I don’t think so. On the 
contrary, I think that occasion most favourable. The House asked 
that the documents should be laid before the members, and why are 
they reluctant to discuss them ? The judgment would have still more 
value because the members did not meddle with the political struggles, 
by which the Cabinet was overthrown. If they don’t enter into dis- 
cussion, then I must come to the conclusion that they think the docu- 
ments satisfactory. Even if the Chamber should pass a vote of confi- 
dence the Minister said he would maintain his determination to resign. 
Notwithstanding these positive declarations, however, the motion of 
Mr. Hartsen was carried by a very large majority. 

This, of course, has entirely altered the position of affhirs. The King, 
I hear, wished that the Minister should remain in office till he returns 
from his trip to Switzerland, next month. There would algo be no 
more question of a dissolution, which by most of the Liberal papers is 
regarded as a necessity. But on the other hand we must not forget 
that in the course of this month the Budget for 1875 must be prepared, 
and it would be inconsistent that a new Ministry should be called upon 
to defend a Budget of the old one. I fear that it will be very difficult to 
make a Ministerial combination which would be backed by a majority, 
and I um informed that the present Ministry will most positively decline 
to remain in office and to dissolve the Second Chamber. This measure 
they will leave to the new Cabinet to apply if needful. 

Some time ago I mentioned that Mr. Pompe Van Meerdervoort, a 
doctor of medicine at the Hague, had been appointed a member of our 
Embassy in Japan. Most probably this appointment is due to Ena- 
motto, who is well-known here, because he was educated in this country 
and he lived for a long time at the Hague. He returned to Japan with 
some veasels which were constructed in Dutch yards for the Japanese 
Government. On his arrival in Japan he was appointed ambassador at 
St. Petersburg. Our department of Foreign Affairs received some time 
ago a sum of £.330,000 on account of the Simonoseki indemnity, and this 
sum wes now followed by another instalment of the same amount. 
The Minister intends to expend a part of this money upon a new hotel 
for the succeasive Ministers of the department for Foreign Affairs. This

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THE RIOT AT SHANGHAI. 

THE mail from China has put us in possession of the full 
particulars of the recent riot on the French concession at 
Shanghai It seems that, a short time since, a dispute 
arose between the Ningpo guild and the French Muni- 
cipal Council concerning a project of the latter to make 
certain roads through the Ningpo burial grounds. The 
undertaking was one which deeply affected the religious 
instincts of the Chinamen, and public feeling ran high on 
the subject. However, to the credit of the Ningpo men, 
be it said, that up to the moment when the riot actually 
broke out they left their case entirely in the hands of the 
guild; no overt demonscration of hostility occurred, and 
in gll probability the question in dispute would have been 
peaceably arranged had not an untoward collision between 
the French police and a party of Ningpo men set the 
smouldering fire in a blaze. How or by whom the first 
blow was struck is a disputed point, but the fact remains 
that a policeman was subjected to a good deal of illusage ; 
that the houses of the Inspector of Roads and of other 
Frenchmen were attacked, and that one other foreigner, a 
Miss MACLEAN, a missionary lady, escaped violence only 
by satisfying the mob that she was not a Frenchwoman. 
Later in the afternoon the appearance of landing parties 
from the American and French men-of-war in harbour, and 
of the Shanghai volunteers, restored order. 

Such, briefly stated, are the circumstances connected 
- with this outbreak of popular feeling, and there is no dis- 
guising the fact that they add another instance of the want 
of consideration that Frenchmen as a nation so often show 
to the beliefs and prejudices of Orientals. It cannot be 
denied that in too many instances the French missionaries 
who have suffered death in the interior of China have 
brought martyrdom upon themselves by their disregard 
for so much that Chinamen hold sacred; to the same 
cause must be attributed the late assassinations and 
massacres in Tongkin, and in the instance before us it was 
by ignoring the taith most deeply rooted in the minds of 
the people that the French Municipal Councillors aroused 
passions which ended in riot and bloodshed. The belief 
in the intimate connection which exists between the living 
and the dead, and the consequent necessity that the graves 
of those who have departed to the land of spirits, havin 
once been placed in the most favourable positions, should 
be left in undisturbed repose, is as firmly as it is generally 
heldthroughout the land. It is acardinal point in the “Feng- 
Shui superstition,” and one which has hitherto acted as 
the most formidable opponent to the introduction of 
- Christianity and railroads. Any attempt, therefore, to 
overcome so strong a prejudice should have been made 
with great circumspection, and with due consideration for 
the feelings of those interested ; but, with every respect 
for the French Municipal Council of Shanghai, we must 
take leave to doubt whether they are a body in whcse 
hands it would be safe to leave such a delicate negotiation. 
As is too often the case with the French, the moment when 
calmness and firmness was most needed they surrendered. 
It is only right to add that it was the Consul, M. GopEAux, 
who committed this very weak act. As soon as the 
affair reached a riot the whole course of things was altered, 
and the rioters should have been made to understand that 
order must be first established, and negotiations could 
then ensue. To post a proclamation, such as it seems M. 
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Gopravx did, in the thick of the row, was very distinctly 
to prove that fear took possession of the foreigners, For 
the rioters to have practically gained their ends is - 
the most disastrous precedent, and cannot be too 
severely condemned. The fact that the interests 
of all Europeans in China are insevarably bound up 
together, gives us a right thus freely to comment on 
the conduct of our neighbours, That the outbreak was 
directed against the French only is proved by the fact that 
the instant the mob became aware that Miss MACLEAN was 
not of that nationality they helped her to a place of se- 
curity. But it must be remembered that this was also the 
case at Tientsin, and that yet others besides Frenchmen 
were stricken down by the blow which was aimed exclu 
sively at them. 








LORD STANLEY ON THE STRAITS. 

THE subject of the Administration of the Straits Settle- 
ments under the late Governor was introduced in the 
House of Lords on the 6th inst. by Lord STANLEY of AL- 
DERLEY. In bringing the subject before the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, Lord STANLEY alluded to a former 
motion he had made respecting the Straits, and his utter 
failure to elicit anything but contradictions. Lord STANLEY 
felt bound to ask for an inquiry into the administration of 
the Straits up to November, 1873, as a matter of justice 
to the new Governor, who ought to be permitted to start 
fair. His Lordship then touched upon the subject of the 
charges made against the late Governor in the Straits Times, 
and stated his opinion that it was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to ascertain clearly the truth of those statements, 
and either clear the late Governor or prosecute the Straits 
Times for calumny. His Lordship then alluded to various 
other matters, including the steamers, the opium farm- 
ing, and the flogging of the Chinese rioters, and he con- 
sidered that these matters were sufficient justification for 
an inquiry, as in his opinion those who would screen the 
late Administration of the Straits from a thorough investi- 
gation, or who would refuse to produce the correspondence 
and papers which could throw light upon it, merely pleaded 
guilty to it. The Earl of KIMBERLEY, the late Colonial 

ecretary, in reply, said that Lord STaNLey had evidently 
misunderstood hin if he had believed him to have said 
that Sir Harry Orp had never made any mistakes. While 
considering that Sir Harry had been attacked rather un- 
fairly, he had admitted that he had failed on some occa- 
sions, though, on the whole, he had done good service. He 
should be glad of the production of the correspondence, but 
if it were produced he should doubt if Lord STANLEY would 
be able to find grounds for an inquiry. The Earl of Car- 
NARVON then rose, and after dealing with several of the 
charges brought against Sir Harry OrD in detail, said 
the inquiry which Lord STANLEY asked for would be 
almost without precedent, and could only be justified by a 
conviction on the part of the Secretary of State that serious 
abuses had occurred. He could not hold out any promise 
that an inquiry would be instituted. Lord STANLEY having 
expressed himself satisfied, the matter was allowed to drop. 
It is to be regretted that the subject of this debate was not 
brought forward at an earlier period, but we think it is one 


& | of those cases to which the old adage applies of “better late 


than never.” We certainly think that Colonial Governors 
who have committed gross faults should be overhauled. 
The excuses made by Lord CARNARVON for Sir Harry 
ORD will be seen by our readers to be opposed to the facte, 
but it is hardly necessary or useful to criticise them now. 


Mr. Bourke, the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in 
reply to Mr. DENISON, stated that no correspondence had 
been received from the Governor of Singapore in reference 
to the Atchin War which could be usefully produced. This 
can only mean in official parlance that it was not conve- 
nient to produce it. If any sort of reason had been given 
“why,” it would have been more satisfactory. The reply 
in regard to mediation is equally equivocal, as it is on 
record that the Sultan of ATCHIN applied for our good 
offices, and a letter from Her MAJESTY was despatchet to 
him by H.M.S. Thalia.

It will thus be seen that the value of the import trade for 1873 falls 
short of that of 1872 by $527,367, while the export trade for 1873 is 
in exceas of that of 1872 by $1,050,407, showing, as before stated, a 
total increase of $523,040 in the value of the trade for 1873 over that 
of 1872. 

Under the heading Cotton Manufactures it. appears that the trade in 
Grey Shirtings has kept very steady. 

The figures of 1873 are rather in excess of those of 1872, but this is 
probably only owing to the fact that T-Cloths formed a separate item 
in the returns for 1872 and do not so appear in the tables for 1873. 

There has been a considerably increased importation in Chinqzes, 

Velvets, Turkey Reds, Muslins, and Cambrics. This, however, may be 
accounted for by the stocks of most of these goods having been light 
at the end of 1872. Shipments to this during the past year have been 
considerably in excess of requirements, and consequently business has 
been of an unprofitable character. 
. Corron Yarn.—The large importation in 1872, which led to an 
accumulation of stock, has certainly not been without its effects upon 
this staple, and the past year has been characterized by the supply being 
far in excess of the demand, leading to prices ruinous to importers. 

In spite of the importation having fallen from 121,950 piculs in 
1872 to 83,128 piculs in 1873, the stock is still more than ample for the 

uirements of the Japanese, 

"Ye ‘Woo ens there is a considerable falling off, and Camlets, once 
quite an important article under this heading, have now dwindled down 
to comparative insignificance. 

FLANNEL shows an import value of $180,130 in 1873 as compared 
with $1,284,160 in 1872. The excessive importation both of this 
article and of cloth in 1872 were initiated by too sanguine merchants 
both here and at home, who conceived the idea that Japan would gene- 
rally adopt European-made garments. This, however, has proved to 
be a mistake, for except at prices far below cost the natives do not seem 
to be sufficiently wealthy to purchase. On such goods as these, with 
the one exception of French Mousselines, the losses incurred have been 
exceedingly heavy. : ; 

Blankets show a diminution, for although this class of goods is much 
used by Japanese, competition amongst foreign merchants has rendered 
the trade in them unprofitable. 


As regards Mxuraxs, Lead figures for a limited amount, but the trade ! 
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piculs, valued at $285,982, imported in 1872, to 88,058 piculs and sume 
odd cases, valued at $400,313, imported in 1873. 

Pig Iron and Kentledge on the other hand show a decline, the impor- 
tation in 1873 only reaching 1,048 piculs, valued at $1,351, against 
10,381 piculs, valued at $23,357, imported in 1872. The difference in 
these figures is due more to the requirements of the railways, light- 
pou and docks at Yokoska than to any positive expansion of the 
trade. 

The imports of Arms, Ammunition, and Accoutrements, other than 
for purely departmental purposes is still on a reduced scale. 

Large importations of Kerosene oil have at times been made from 
America, and the trade, though apparently unprofitable, has largely in- 


On the whole the past year has been a most unprofitable one for all 
merchants engaged in the import business. 

The close of 1872 showed a considerable increase in the consumption 
of many kinds of gouds, especially Cotton and Wollen Mixtures, which, 
for the most part, were readibly saleable at a fair profit. On the sup- 
position that this demand would noi only continue, but probably in- 
crease, orders for more goods were sent home, which proved, however, 
to be far in excess of the requirements of the country. 

The increase in the stock of French Mousselines consequent upon 
the excessive importation has been latterly a serious loss to importers. 

SILK.—The export for 1873 shows 11,869 piculs 48 catties, valued at 
$7,050,656, against 10,252 piculs, valued at $7,158,500, exported in 
1872. The year opened unfavourably for exporters, and prices gave 
way towards the end of February, the lowest point being reached in 
September, after which they rapidly advanced until in December the 
highest point was reached. Upon the whole, the year must be con- 
sidered as highly unsatisfactory to silk importers. The alleged supe- 
riority of hand-reeled silk to that turned out by machinery is combated 
by the fact that the latter commands a far higher price in the Yokos 
hama market than the former, and the large outlay that has been made 
on the establishment at Tomioka, where silk is reeled by machinery 
under foreign supervision, not to mention other establishments at Yedo 
and elsewhere, tends to confirm the success achieved over hand-recling. 

Sirk-worm Eco Carps.-—There were exported in 1873 1,409,537 
cards valued at $3,032,360, against 1,280,525 cards valued at $1,920,787, 
exported in 1872. The valuation placed on the export for 1872 was 
too low, namely, $1.50 per card, and $2.40 would have been a fairer 
valuation, thus giving $3,073,260 as the value of the export for that 
year. The market opened later than in any previous year, the first 
purchases being made in the beginning of October. Although at first 
buyers were by no means prepared to pay the high prices asked by 
Japanese, still as it became known that the export would be restricted 
(owing to Government legislation in that direction) to about 1,250,000 
to 1,300,000 cards, and as the season was very far advanced without 
any purchases having been effected, buyers were obliged to give in, and 
sellers obtained almost the priccs asked. 

One of the most notable features of the market was the great demand 
for cards from the district of Shimamura in Joshiu. This seed, it seems, 
is not so much affected by the changes of temperature, and hatches well 
even in unfavourable seasons when the more delicate kinds from Shin- 
shiu and Oshiu have given poor results. The quantity of Shimamura 
cards available for export was only 30,000, and these were immediately 
bought up on arrival at $3.80 to $4.15 per card. Cards from Yonezawa 
were also much in request at $3.30 to $3.50. 

Tra.—In 1873 there were 11,339,466 lbs. of tea, valued at $3,339,911, 
exported, against 11,663,333 lbz., valucd at $3,061,625, in 1872. The 
prices for common Tea were $23 to $24 per picul, and for chvice $42 to 


| $45. The highest prices paid for new Tens in May 1873 at the com- 


mencement of the Tea season were $50 to $60 and $65 to $75 per picul 
respectively. 

Tosacco.—In 1873 807,157 piculs Tobacco, valued at $60,840, were 
imported, against 2,821 picula, valued at $22,568, exported in 1872. 
Tobacco is now very gencrally grown throughout the country. 

VEGETABLE AND Bers Wax.—The export of this from Kanagawa has 
never attained to any very high figure. The returns for 1873 show 
only—Vegetable Wax 150 piculs, valued at $1,820, Bees Wax 8 piculs 
and 25 catties, valued at $101. 

Hemp.—Japan is known to produce hemp of the finest quality, but it 
has as yet found no market out of the country. It can only be laid 
down in England at so high a price as to effectually shut it out from 
competition with Manila hemp, the latter well answering all the pur- 


: poses to which coarser hemp is applied—namely, cordage and sail cloth. 


Hempen cloths are freely used by the Japanese, and it is nut impro- 
bable that before long machinery may be brought to bear upon this in- 
dustry. 

Rics.—The prohibition on the export of Rice has ceased to exist, its 
free export having been declared by Gov2rnment order dated July 15, 
1878. The Custom House Returns for the year give the export of rice 
as almost nil, one hundred and seventy-one piculs, but probably no 
notice has been taken of the export on Government account, and fur- 
ther, although the prohibition against the export has been withdrawn, 
there has been no inducement to ship. The Chamber of Commerce 
Returns place the export of 1873 at 215,984 piculs, valued at $347,832, 
and this export was confined entirely to the first. six months of the year, 
and consisted probably of coast shipments. The returns for Hiogo and 
Osaka show an export of 154,432 piculs, valued at $520,678.74, shipped 
during the year 1873. Rice is largely grown within this Consulate 
district. 

Surpprxc.—In 1873 87 vessels, with a tonnage of 75,176 tons, all 
with cargues, entered the port, against 80 vessels, with a tonnage of 
59,811 tons, in 1872. ‘The increase in entries with cargo tonnage for 
the past year is 16,879 tons over 1872, but with numerically one ship 
less. The clearances in 1873 amounted to 36 vessels, with a tonnage of 
31,419 tons, against 57 vessels, with a tonnage of 39,393 tons, in 1872. 
The total entries of British ships from and to other countries is, for 
1873, 20 vessels, with a tonnage of 11,002 tons, and the total clearances 
34 vessels, with a tonnage of 25,767 tons. 
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Yokohama still labours under all the disadvantages attended on a 
comparatively open roadstead, and with few or no facilities for landing 
or shipping cargo, though the improvements recently made by the 
Japanese Government at the principal landing place should not be 
allowed to pass unnoticed. With regard |to the purchasing power of 
money it may be mentioned that the cost of the daily necessaries of 
life in Yokohama is so high that Japanese find it cheaper to incur the 
expense of a journey by rail to Kanagawa and back buying their sup- 
plies in that town, than to purchase themin Yokohama. Looking to the 
position of the artizan and labourer in this district both may be con- 
sidered as well to do. Little or no distress exista amongst the agricul- 
tural classes. Their wants are few and they are content te live on with- 
out seeking materially to improve their circumstances. There is no 
doubt that the rate of living in and about Yokohama for all classes of 
Japanese has increased to an unprecedented extent of late years. Ten 
years ago a Japanese officer of standing attached to any of the local 
Government offices here could live comfortably ‘as a married man on 
twenty-two dollarsa month. This would admit of his keeping a good 
table, dressing well, keep of servants, and a horse. The same mode of 
living cannot be indulged in now under seventy-five or eighty dollars a 
month. In 1860 a Japanese servant would cost his master, keep and 
wages included, abont eighteen dollars per annum. The estimated cost 
now is twenty-five dollars.

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HOUSE OF LORDS. 
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THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

(July 6th.) Lord Stantry of ALDERLEY, on rising to put a question 
to the Secretary for the Colonies on the subject of these Settlements, 
said the object of the motion he before made respecting the Malay 
Peninsula was to point out the risk of this country being insensibly 
led on to the conquest of the Malay Peninsula, and to elicit from Her 
Majesty’s Government a declaration in opposition to such a course. 
He failed entirely, and, in consequence of having made some accessory 
matters too prominent, only succeeded in eliciting contradictions from 
the two Secretaries of State, repeated on a subsequent occasion, and 
sufficient to have silenced him till next Session, iad he not been sure 
of the facts of which he had spoken. He had referred to the bad ad- 
ministration of the Straits Settlements incidentally only and to sup- 
er his main argument, and not expecting that it would be denied. 

e made a mistake in twitting the noble earl (the Earl of Carnarvon) 
with the appointment of the late Governor, for it was unnecessary, 
as he mentioned at the same time to their lordships that the noble 
earl was not responsible for that Governor's acts, having quitted 
office shortly after his appointment. It was also unnecessary 
since he was as well aware as the noble earl (Carnarvon) that no 
motives of private friendship or favouritism had anything to do with 
that appointment. (Hear, hear.) The noble earl would perhaps, 
however, admit, if not to their lordships, at least within his own mind, 
that he had some provocation in consequence of his laudation of the 
affairs of the Straits when speaking of the Gold Coast ; and subsequen- 
tly the noble earl told their lurdships he had never heard of any 
dissatisfaction with the Colonial-Office in the Straits. He thought the 
noble earl had shown by that statement that from the time he left the 
Colonial-Office until he returned to it this year he had not read any of 
the Straits newspapers. He must protest against the doctrine held by 
his noble friend (the Earl of Kimberley) that three years was too long 
ago to refer back; what political action or circumstances could he 
mention the origin of which did not date from a longer period than 
three years? He must also protest against the doctrine that, if the con- 
duct of a Colonial Governor was called in question, it was the duty of all 
the Ministers under whom he had served to defend him per fas aut nefas, 
whether he was right or wrong. Such adoctrine would make public in- 
terest go to the wall, and a Governor who might have been reproved by 
the Minister in private would find himself upheld and approved by the 
Minister in public. If he was;told that it was too late, only six months 
after an administration had ceased, to call it in question, he urged that 
had he done so while the Governor was in office he should have been 
told he was weakening his hands. Though he was prepared for asharp 
reply from his noble friend opposite (the Earl of Carnarvon), since he 
had, —— brought it on himself, he was not prepared for what fell 
from his noble friend (the Earl of Kimberley), against whom he had 
said nothing, and from whose despatches in the Salangore Blue-book he 
had read passages in support of his views; and it was only after the 
discussion was over he understood that his noble friend (the Earl of 
Kimberley) might have felt that he had been implying that he was in 
the case of “ Judex damnatur cum nocens absolvitur.” After what his 
noble friend had said he felt bound to ask for an inquiry into the admi- 
nistration of the Straits up to November, 1873, and in justice to the 
new Governor, Sir Andrew Clarke, there should be an inquiry into the 
system, 80 that the new Governor might start fair. But, perhaps he was 
wrong in asking for an inquiry as to the whole of the matters that 
might be thought to be fit subjects for one, since the Colonial-office 
might have and probably had already inquired ihto many of theee 
matters; but what was wanted was that the Colonial-office should 
publish its own judgment on these matters, either by laying the corre- 
spondence before their lordships or by ordering the Straits Government 
to publish them, that the colonial public might know that the Colonial- 
office had been watchful over its interests. With regard to the question 
of presents, he would only observe that the defence offered by the noble 
earl (the Earl of Carnarvon) merely stated that which was stated in the 
letter tu the Straits Tics, which he himself had read to the House ; 
and he did cay that if the Government believed that letter to be a 
caluinny they were bound to prosecute the Straits Times and to clear 
the late Governor completely, in which case he should be anxious to 
express to him his regret at having brought that letter before their 
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lordships. He would go further, and say that if the late Governbr 
would tell him in black and white that neither directly nor indirectly 
had he taken any other presents than those arms referred to by the 
Secretary of State, he should be willing to express to Sir Harry Ord his 
regret for having given him a moment's pain. He could not help feel- 
ing that Sir Harry was indebted to him for having given him the 
opportunity of meeting a charge made in the Singapore papers months 
before he left the colony, and which it did not appear he had ever 
denied or noticed. He now came to another matter. Ina letter signed 
“ Economist,” which appeared in the Straits Times in 1870, this state- 
ment was made :— : 

“Was not the office of Assistant Colonial Secretary created by the 
recommendation of Sir H. Ord? Did not Sir H. Ord put into it his 
own private secretary, Mr. Plow, already the holder uf two offices, to 
keep the place warm for the gentleman appointed by the Secretary of 
State? Did he not authorise Mr. Plow to draw the full pay of the new 
office (£600 to £800 a year, I believe) in addition to his own two full 
pays! Did he not even authorise him to receive it after Mr. Irving had 
been appointed to the office at home and was entitled to half the salary ? 
Lastly, was not the office a perfect sinecure all last year, and did not 
Mr. Plow resign it because the present Colonial Secretary, Captain Shaw, 
insisted on his doing some work, or at least. attending for some time 
at the office? If these questions cannot be answered in the negative, 
one or more. has still to be asked. Is it to the ‘Colonial system,’ or to 
Lord Granville, or to Sir H. Ord, that this happy disposal of the 
Colonial funds is to be attributed 7” 

The Colonial-office did take action in this matter by redressing this 
financial irregularity, and it might be fairly assumed that it blamed 
the Governor and conveyed ita approval to the treasurer, who had 
been upright and had upheld the rules and regulations of the ser- 
vice. He challenged the Colonial-office to produce this correspondence, 
and he challenged his noble friend (the Earl of Kimberley) to ask for 
its production, that their lordships might judge whether he was justi- 
fied in stating that the Governor had always acted with perfect fidelity. 
He must remind their lordships that the Straits Settlements under the 
India-office had been perfectly peaceful, but that shortly after the 
transfer to the Colonial-office every portion of the community was in 
arms against the Governor, the London merchants connected with the. 
Straits were driven to found an association to oppose a course of what 
was described as reckless and selfish expenditure, for a colony that had 
a revenue of less than £300,000 saw in three years some £50,000 spent 
in building a palace for the Governor, and some £60,000 more for buy- 
ing and keeping up steamers. The complaint also was generally made 
that these steamers were not used for public purposes, but that they 
served too much the purposes of pleasure yachts, and the item of “travel- 
ling expenses” in the Colonial Budget was one which required the atten- 
tion of the Colonial-office. But it was not merely the large sums thus 
taken from the public purse for private purposes which attracted atten- 
tion and excited universal reprobation, there was the manner in which 
it was done. The Legislative Council was first told that the amount 
for the Government-house was not to exceed £22,000. This was soon 
exceeded by some £5,000 or £6,000. Thena further sum of £9,000 
was obtained on a misrepresentation of what was already voted. He 
believed that not only the colony, but the Colonial-office was misled on 
this point. Then the French system of virements, invented by M. 
Janvier de la Motte was resorted to, so that money voted for a different © 
purpose was applied to the Government-house. So as regards steamers 
—representing to the Legislative Council that the cost of a steamer and 
steam launch would not exceed £16,000 or £17,000, Sir H. Ord got a 
vote passed authorising him to buy those vessels. The vote made no 
mention of the limit ; a copy of it was sent home to the Colonial-office, 
and they ordered a vessel which was to cost £23,000 at home, and per- 
haps £2,000 more to send her to the colony. Fortunately the Straits 
Association interfered, and the Colonial-office prevented the construc- 
tion of the vessel and sent out a cheaper one. But what was his noble 
friend's (the Earl of Kimberley) opinion of the niary administration 
of this public servant, whom he proclaimed the other day as faithful. 
In a despatch of August 15, 1871, he said :— 

“The expenditure of the Colony does not appear to me so satisfae- 
tory. I have noticed in the two last quarterly returns, as well as in 
the details of the Supplementary Estimates of previous years, that the 
Estimates are not drawn with as much care as is desirable; and 
that while in ordinary services there has been a constant and 
considerable increase, no great work of public importance, with 
the exception of the Government-house at Singapore, has been 
yet undertaken. It should be borne in mind by the officers 
of your Government that a prosperous revenue furnishes no reason for 
lax or injudicious expenditure, and that those Colonial Governments 
which have presumed on a temporary surplus have in many cases been 
severely inconvenienced when unexpected circumstances called for sum- 
mary retrenchment. In such cases, the first to suffer and to com 
have been the officers of the Civil Administration, through the laxity of 
which disorder has arisen.” 

There is another matter which should become the subject of inquiry, 
and that was the opium farming. The late Governor renewed the 
opium farm for three years, though the lease had not expired, instead 
of leaving this to be done by his successor. He desired also to request 
the noble earl the Secretary for the Colonies to turn his attention gene- 
rally to the subject of opium farming by the British Government, as 
opium in the Straits and in Hong Kong required restriction and - 
lation still more than liquor in England ; and the conduct of the British 
Government in this respect had been very severely commented upon by 
French writers. Now, in all that he had said he had merely repeated 
what had been matter of public fame for a long time in the 
colony and among colonial men at home, and he trusted that he should 
not be met again by remonstrances against making charges and raking., 
up old stories. In his opinion, those who would screen the late ad- 
ministration of the Straits from a thorough investigation, or who would 
refuse to produce the correspondence and papers which could throw 
light upon it, merely pleaded guilty for it. To say they would have 
no inquiry meant that the late Straits Administration was unable to

face one. It was too late now meant that after six months’ retirement 
a Governor might plead the Statute of Limitations. If that was the 
answer he was to receive it would be a significant one, and he should 
be quite satisfied that the complaints as to the state of things which 
exasperated the Straits Settlements fur the last six years were not 
imaginary, but only too well founded. He now came toa complaint 
which was ‘one which specially tequired inquiry into, and the 
résult of the inquiry should be laid before their lordships. He 
referred to the flogging: of Chinese rioters. This flogging was 
quite unnecessary; it was contrary to public policy to establish 
severer punishments for one class of Her Majesty's subjects than 
for another. While we objected to certain Chinese punishments as 
barbarous, we ought not to eet such a bad example to the Chinese. If 
the Government set the example of flogging, it was no wonder that the 
eal should follow it, and that recently two planters should 
vé received three months’ and four months’ imprisonment 
only, for flogging a coolie to death. The Straits Times also 
had urged against flogging rioters that often the wrong man 
would be flogged. The Chinese guilds were not, as was stated 
the other evening by the Secretary of State (the Earl of Carnarvon), 
secret societies ; but no accusation of secrecy ought to have weight 
against these Chinese guilds in this country, where so many English- 
men belonged to a secret suciety—that of the Freemasons—without 
that fact being thought blamable by those who belonged to that body. 
Colonel Cavanagh did him the honour to ask his opinion, many years 
ago, about these, and he recommended him to give an official position 
to their head men and make them responsible for keeping the peace. 
He learnt later that this had long been the practice in the Philippine 
Islands and in Java, where it had met with complete success. The 
flogging in the Straits Settlements had consisted of legal and illegal 
flogging. A law was passed in the Straits to sanction flogging of Chinese 
rioters, and it was a pleasure to him to be able to state that his noble 
friend (Earl Granville) refused his sanction to it. After that, flog- 
ging took place, he believed, illegally. Later, a law for flogging was 
— passed, and he did not know whether it received the sanction 
of his noble friend (the Earl of Kimberley) or not. If he did not sanc- 
tion it, then all the flogging which undoubtedly occurred was illegal 
and required inquiring into. If he did sanction it it would be for him 
to explain the grounds on which he sanctioned it after his predecessor 
hed refused to do so, and it must be remembered that no change had 
occurred in the circumstances of Singapore. Their lordships would 
probably be inclined to prefer the course taken by the late Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs to that taken by the lute Secretary for the Colonies. 
It would be necessary for the Colonial-office now to inquire into this 
matter, and consider whether it could continue to give its sanction to 
such a law, and could justify it. Another law, authorising the summary 
expulsion of Chinese from the Straits, was also passed, and gave rise to 
much dissatisfaction at the time, and required inquiry in order that 
the Government might decide whether it should continue to sanction 
or should abrogate it. The noble lord concluded by asking the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies whether he was instituting, or was about 
to institute, an inquiry into the state of the administration of the Straits 
Settlements previous to November, 1873. 


The Earl of Kimpervey said that as his noble friend had referred 
to several matters which occurred when he was at the Colonial-office, 
be thought it would be well if he made a few observations before his 
noble friend the Secretary for the Colonies rose to reply. His noble 
friend who had just addressed the House somewhat misunderstood him 
the other evening when he understood him to say that they could not 

into the transactions to which his noble friend had called attention 
Backass they occurred three years ago. What he said on the occasion 
was that the correspondence relating to those transactions was pre- 
sented three years ago, and that he thought, therefore, his noble friend 
ight have challenged the conduct of the Straits Government at an 
aries \period than the present. Again, his noble friend seemed to 
have understood him as holding that Sir Harry Ord had never made 
any mistakes. He had not taken up any such position. He thought 
his noble friend had attacked Sir Harry Ord rather unfairly, but so 
far from saying that he had made no mistakes, he said he had failed 
on some occasions, though, on the whole, he had done good ser- 
vice. It wasof but few governors of colonies it could be said they had 
made no mistakes. His noble friend had referred to the case of the 
@ouble appointment in which Mr. Plow was drawing the pay of Colonial 
Secretary when he ought not to have been doing so. When the matter 
eame under his own notice as Secretary for the Colonies it at once ap- 
to him that there was not the least doubt about the matter, 

and, believing that Mr. Plow was not entitled to draw that pay, he 
ordered an inquiry into the matter, and, as the result of that inquiry, 
he directed that the money so drawn should be refunded. Then, as 
rded the finances, in a despatch which he sent out to Singapore he 

ed attention to the fact that the management of the finances was not 
satisfactory. The matter was considered and discussed at Singapore and 
{n the Colonial-office, and in certain respects improvements were effected 
at Singapore. Then came the question of flogging. Ina Peace Preser- 
vation Act sent over here for approval it was proposed that the punish- 
ment of flogging might be inflicted for illegally carrying arms. Lord 
Granville objected to that, but subsequently another code was prepared, 
and in it that punishment was proposed for certain offences. He was 
not enamoured of the punishment of flogging. He thought we should 
be very cautious in giving it our sanction, and that it should be inflicted 
only in cases of great brutality. It was inflicted only in such cases under 
the general code to which he had just alluded, but it was proposed that {t 
ahduld also be inflicted in the case of rioting, but only under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. The Peace Preservation Act of the Settlement provided that 
in certain cases of rioting the magistrates might by proclamation acquire 
larger powers of dealing with the rioters, When at the Colonial-office 
he came to the conclusion that in these very serious cases, and after the 
place had been put under proclamation, flogging might be inflicted on 
the rioters. The Chinese guilds were a source of considerable embarrass» 
ment to the Government. Those societies did not quarrel with the 
Government, but they quarrelled with one another, and in these con- 
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flicts lives had sometimes been sacrificed in Singapore. The Governor 
had informed him that in these serious eases flogging was approved by 
the whole of the European population, and he thought he had informed 
him that it was approved by the Chinese residents also. If his noble 
friend the Secretary for the Colonies saw no objection to producing the 
correspondence referring to those several matters, he for his own 
should be glad of its production, but if it were produced he should not 
think his noble friend would be able to lay grounds for an inquiry, 
now that Sir Harry Ord no longer held office, and that the Governor 
was Sir Andrew Clarke, than whom there was no abler servant of the 
Crown. (Hear, hear.) 


The Earl of CarNARVON must demur to the remarks made by the 
noble lord at the outset of his speech as tv his not having made a suffi- 
cient study of the Culonial newspapers. Having regard to the number 
of our Colonies and the number of newspapers published in them, it 
would be impossible for anyone to find time to read them all. The 
noble lord had spoken of the expenditure under Sir Harry Ord, and 
had referred to the Government House. It was true that Sir Harry 
Ord did lay his plans for that House on a larger scale than the 
circumstances of the colony warranted, but he was blamed for 
that by his noble friend (the Earl of Kimberley), and also for 
allowing the building of that house to take precedence of every 
other work of building. It must, however, be borne in mind 
that the expenditure for Government-house was sanctioned by 
the unofficial members of the Governor's Council, and it must 
also be remembered that he left the colony with a surplus. The case 
of the steamers was this :—When the Straits Settlements were handed 
over, the steamers previously in use were worn out. Sir Harry Ord, 
with the consent of his Council, made a requisition for a steamer to 
cost £16,000; but by additional fittings the price was brought up to 
£23,000. He was directed to strike that sum out of the Estimates, 
and a steamer which cost less than £16,000 was sent out. The noble 
lord spoke of the transfer of unexpended balances from one head of 
expenditure to another. It was true that the practice was not re- 
stricted as much as it ought to have been at Singapore. He did not 
like the system, but it was not peculiar to the Straits Settlements. It 
prevailed in this country till within a few years ago, and, subject to a 
Minute in Council, it still existed in Australia. As to the case of Mr. 
Plow, had Sir H. Ord attended to the Colonial rules he would have known 
that such appointments, if not actually prohibited, were discountenanced 
by those rules; but as his noble friend (the Earl of Kimberley) had ex- 
plained, the disapprobation of the Colonial-office was expressed in that 
case. With respect to flogging, the offences for which the Penal Code 
of the Straits Settlements provided flogging were analogous in their 
character to those for which flogging was inflicted in thiscountry. The 
question of that penalty in those cases had been very fully con- 
sidered in the colony, and certainly he was not prepared to advise 
any alteration in the law. The Peace Preservation Act provided 
flogging for rioting with deadly weapons. It could only be inflicted in 
cases of rioting after proclamation, and the number of lashes was spe- 
cified. Although flogging might be repugnant to our notions, it might 
be said to be almost indigenous to Eastern nations, and he would not 
undertake to recommend its immediate abolition in those rioting cases. 
There had been no petition or remonstrance on the subject, and he had 
not heard any abuse alleged until the noble lord stated that two 
coolies had been flogged to death, and that the person who inflicted the 
flogging had received only four months’ imprisonment. He should 
like to have further particulars, if the noble lord could furnish them, 
for there was no account of the case at the Colonial-office. The 
inquiry which the noble lord now asked for would be almost without 
precedent. It could be justified only by a conviction on the part 
of the Colonial Secretary that serious abuses had occurred. 
(Hear, hear.) He did not think such abuses had occurred, 
and, therefore, he could not hold out to the noble lord the 
slightest expectation that an inquiry be instituted. (Hear, hear.) The 
case was one of a Crown Colony. There had been mistakes ; his noble 
friend the late Secretary for the Colonies had expressed his opinion on 
those mistakes, and that in a very unsparing manner ; but it would be 
very unjust to Sir Harry Ord if the Government gave any grounds for 
the belief that they thought an inquiry {nto his conduct was necessary. 
No petition or memorial asking for such an inquiry had been addressed 
to the Crown, and in his opinion not the slightest case had been made 
out for it. During Sir Harry Ord’s Governorship the expendi- 
ture of the colony never reached its income; no new tax was 
imposed ; the value of land increased largely; the trade of the 
settlement increased 27 per cent.; the increase of shipping entered 
was to the extent of 40 per cent., and that of shipping cleared 
to the extent of forty-five, and when revenue and expenditure were 
taken—though it was difficult to make an exact comparison in conse- 
quence of the transfer of various items—the result was that a colony 
which commenced its career without a balance had a credit at the com- 
mencement of the present year of nearly $700,000. (Hear, hear.) 
Before producing the despatches referred to by his noble friend (the 
Earl of Kimberley) it would be necessary to look through them ; but, 
as far as the Colonial-office was concerned, there was no objection to 
their production. 


Lord STANLEY of ALDERLEY having expressed himself satisfied with 
the result of the discussion, the subject dropped.

The continuance of a fair amount of activity in the Live 1 
Cotton Market has steadied the tone of the Manchester na oe 
but buyers have shown little inclination to follow the full, and 
in some cases higher prices asked by producers, and the business 
transacted has therefore been of a restricted character. At the 
close a steady feeling prevails, and the full prices of last week 
are held for, though the enquiry is only of a moderate nature. 
Private telegrams show the stock of Shirtings in Shanghai to 
have increased by 300,C00 pieces during the past month, bringing 
it again to almost a million and a half of pieces. 

A company has been formed, styled the Burma Agricultural, 
to acquire and cultivate land in British Burma. The directors 
include Messrs. Robert and Murray Gladstone, of Liverpool, 
merchants, Mr. Ogilvy, of London, merchant. We are glad to 
see that the labour of Captain Sprye to keep Burma to the front 
during the past fifteen years is beginning to tell. 

The list of applications for shares in the Malayan Peninsula 
re India) Tin Mining Company, Limited, was closed on 

aturday last for London, and will close on Wednesday the 15th 
inst. for the country, and on Saturday the 18th inst. for the Con- 
tinent.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for June exhibit rather more 
favourable features than those of the previous five or six months 
The declared value of our exportations in the month has been 
£19,367,613, against £19,460,083 in June, 1873—a diminution 
of only 4 per cent. Compared, however, with the corresponding 
month in 1872, the decline is 4} percent. In textile fabrics, cot- 
ton manufactures figure for an advance of 12 per cent. ; linen 
piece-goods of 7} per cent. ; jute manufactures of 124 per cent. ; 
and silk manufactures of 40 per cent.; while woollen and worsted 
manufactures have decreased 3 per cent. The total value of our 
exportations for the six months ended the 30th June has been 
£117,831,214, against £125,786,557 in the corresponding period 
in 1873, a reduction of 6} per cent. The total value of fo! 
and colonial produce imported into the United Kingdom for t! 
month was £34,124,424, against £30,242,119 in the corresponding 
month of 1873, and £29,824,663 in 1872. For the six months 
the receipts were—in 1872, £175,537,851 ; 1873, £181,922,824 ; 
and 1874, £186,585,813.

Japan—Nipon, South Coast.—Revolring Light on Omae Saki.—The 
Japanese Government has given notice, that from the Ist May, 1874, a 
light would be exhibited from a lighthouse recently erected on Cape 
Omae Saki, west point of the entrance of Suruga Gulf. The light is a 
revolving white light, attaining its greatest brilliancy every thirty seconds, 
visible when bearing from E. by S. § S., through east, north, and west 
to S.W., elevated 172 feet above the level of the sea, and in clear 
weather should be seen from a distance of 19 miles, The illuminating 
appuratus is dioptric, or by lenses of the first order. The lighthouse, 
57 feet high, is situated on the sand hill at the south part of the Cape, 
and is painted white.
